I am requesting funding for the Boys & Girls Club of Greater New Haven Clubhouse Renovation 
in fiscal year 2024. The entity to receive funding for this project is the Boys & Girls Club of 
Greater New Haven, located at 253 Columbus Avenue, New Haven, CT 06519. 
 
The $1,934,625 the Boys & Girls Club of Greater New Haven is requesting in funding would be 
used to renovate the Clubhouse would improve safety, accessibility, and the quality of the 
facilities. The Clubhouse is viewed as an oasis of support and safety in a challenging 
environment.  With an updated, modern facility, the Boys & Girls Clubs of Greater New Haven 
will continue to serve as a central youth and family community center and allow us to serve 
more youth and meet community needs, especially those who live near us in the Hill 
neighborhood of New Haven. The property rehabilitation would include: 1) Replacement of 
low-slope roof and skylights; 2) Exterior masonry restoration; 3) Safety Upgrades; and 4) 
Interior program and recreational renovations.  
 
BGCGNH is the longest, continually operating Club out of more than 1,400 Boys & Girls Clubs 
nationwide. They have a long history and proven track record in New Haven serving children 
for over 151 years. BGCGNH employs 8 full-time employees and over 60 part-time employees 
during the school year, and over 125 part-time seasonal summer employees. As the area's 
leading out-of-school youth development organization in South Central Connecticut, the Boys 
& Girls Clubs of Greater New Haven (BGCGNH) was created with the merger of the Ulbrich 
Boys & Girls Club and the Boys & Girls Club of New Haven on July 1, 2022. For many years, 
these legacy clubs have provided outstanding youth development programs and services in New 
Haven, North Haven, and Wallingford. Combining the strengths and resources of these clubs 
will allow the new organization to improve and expand services to current members in the three 
communities they serve and support further expansion of services to surrounding communities 
in the future.  
 
The project has a Federal nexus because the funding provided is for purposes authorized by 42 
U.S.C. 5305(a)(4).
